According to the report of an in­ 
vestigator of the Office 
of 
Farm 
M anagem ent, an efficient sy stem for 
the corn belt must distribute the la­ 
bor well throughout the 
y ear 
and 
eliminate the greater part of the rush 
work during 
crop-gathering 
period 
by harvesting m ost of the crops with 
live stock , principally swine. 
It is possible on m ost farm s to 
grow a greater acreage of crops than 
can he harvested with the regular 
work ing force. 
The work that the 
hogs are able to do by this plan re­ 
lieves the congestion when outside 
labor is m ost needed and m ak es it 
possible to handle a greater acreage, 
thereby increasing the size of 
tlie 
business and the net income. 
The sy stem in itself is 
simple. 
There are only three crops grown— 
corn, ry e, and a m ixture of clover 
and tim othy . 
The>e are 
generally 
run in a four-y ear rotation, as fol­ 


l o w s : 
First 
y ear, 
corn 
(hogged 
dow n); second y ear, corn (crop 
c u t 
and ry e sow n); third y ear, ry e (pas­ 
tured and hogged off); fourth y ear, 
clover and 
tim othy 
(hog-pastured 
and cut for hay .) 


The hogs are turned in on the rve 
field early in the spring and allowed 
to pasture that crop until about the 
10th of May . 
Then they are turned 
in on the clover field, where they re­ 
main until about July 15. 
By that 
time the ry e will have been ripe for 
about two week s. 
The hogs are then 
turned in on tlie ripe ry e to gather 
that crop and to graze the 
y oung 
clover which has grown up therein. 
Six 19 0-pound hogs will gather a 
17 -busheI-per-aere crop of 
ry e 
in 
six week s. 
Timed in this 
way , 
the 
rve crop will be gathered by Septem ­ 
ber 1. 
As >oon as the hogs can he 
brought to a full feed on corn they 
are turned on the first-y ear corn and 
allowed to gather that 
crop 
also. 
Thus three crops of the 
four 
are 
gathered by the hogs, and the fertil­ 
ity contained in these crops 
is 
re ­ 
turned immediately to the soil. 
The labor conditions that prevail, 
and are growing still more serious, 
will doubtless mak e it 
necessary to 
reorganize a fte r some sim ilar 
plan 
not only a large num ber of the farm s 
in the corn belt but in other sections 
as well.

Parent-teachers Work." 


Mrs. Hoke dwelt upon the impor-

ent-teachers associations.

Let Hogs Help Out With Work 


Says a Farm Investigator 


According to the report of an in- 
estigator of the Office 
of 
Farm 


anagement, an efficient system t'ur 
ic corn belt must distribute the lu- 
or well throughout tlie 
year 
and 


iminate tlie greater part of the rush 
ovk during; crop-gathering 
period 


v harvesting most of the crops with 
ve stock, principally, swine. 
It is possible on most farms to 
row a greater acreage of crops than 


n be harvested with the regular 


•orking force. 
The work that the 


ogs are able to do by this plan re- 
eves the congestion when outside 
ibor is most needed and makes it 
'Ossible to handle a greater acreage, 
hereby increasing the size of 
the 


msiness and the net income. 


The system in itself is 
simple, 


'here are only three crops grown— 
urn, rye, and a mixture of clover 
nd timothy. These are 
generally 


un in a four-year rotation, as fol- 
ows: 
First 
year, 
corn 
(hogged 


.own): second year, cum (crop cut 
uul rye sown) : third year, rye (pas- 
urcd and hogged off): fourth year, 
•lover and 
timothy 
(hog-pastured 


uul cut tor hav.) 


The hogs are turned in on the rye 


field early in the spring and allowed 
to pasture that crop until about the 
10th of May. 
Then they are turned 


in on the clover field, where they re- 
main until about July 15. By that 
time the rye will have been ripe for 
about two weeks. The hogs are then 
turned in on the ripe rye to gather 
that crop and to graze the 
young 


clover which has grown up therein. 


Six 100-pound hogs will gather a 


17-bnshel-per-acre crop of 
rye 
in 


six weeks. 
Timed in this 
way, 
the 


rye crop will be gathered by Septem- 
ber 1. As soon as the hogs can be 
brought to a full feed on corn- they 
are turned on the first-year corn and 
allowed to gather that 
crop 
also. 


Thus three crops of the 
four 
are 


gathered by the hogs, and the fertil- 
ity contained in these crops is 
re- 


turned immediately to the soil. 


The labor conditions that prevail, 


and are growing still more serious, 
will doubtless make it 
nece.-sary t<> 


reorganize after some similar 
plan
